Bus Terminal 
Here Conies in 


for Criticism 


The annual spring Clean-Up 


campaign in Dixon could well in- 
clude a program of rehabilitating 
the city owned building at the 
south approach to the Galena Ave. 
bridge which houses both the bus 
terminal and the Dixon Chamber 
of Commerce offices, a Dixon citi- 
zen said today. This building 
which affords accommodations for 
thousands of visitors each year and 
which the city derives , revenue 
amounting to approximately $1,500 
annually, "is in a deplorable con- 
dition," he said, and is far from 
presenting an attractive appear- 
ance to strangers as well as iiti- 
zens. 


Both tennants pay the city for 


their occupancy, and the bus com- 
pany pays the expense of the jani- 
tor and furnishes some of the ne- 
cessities for the rest rooms. 
It 


was stated today that the interior 
has not been redecorated for at 
least three years' and the walls and 
ceilings are blackened from the 
heating plant which is in a bad 
condition of repair. 


At one time a few years aga-at- 


tractive benches were placed along 
the grass covered plot between Ga- 
lena ^and Ottawa avenues, but 
these were in use but a single sea- 
son and" disappeared. 
In addition 


to the thousands of bus passen- 
gers who use the facilities of the 
building throughout 
the 
year, 


many representatives of industry 
throughout the country call at 
the Chamber of Commerce offices 
for information, and many have 
commented upon the unsightly in- 
terior appearance of the building. 
The Dixon complainant says that 
visitors to the Chamber of Com- 
merce have about as much privacy 
as they would have at the union 
depot in Chicago. 


Several months ago action was 


started to remove the bus terminal 
from the building, but it was re- 
ported today that a satisfactory 
arrangement had been m a d e 
whereby an adequate rental fee 
had been agreed upon, and that 
the bus lines would' continue to 
use the building as a terminal.

Result of Attempt on Life 


Detroit, May 26—(AP)—Police sifted scant clues today in the 


ambush attempt on the life of CIO unionist Victor Reuther, blinded in 
one eye by an unknown attacker's gunfire. 


"At the same time the FBI was considering whether to enter the 


investigation after a stream of requests from a number of quarters, 
including congress, the CIO and the state of Michigan. 


So far only local authorities, 


with the help of state police, were 
pushing the search for the mys- 
terious assailant. 


Reuther, 37, educational direc- 


-tor for the CIO's big United Auto 
Workers 
union, 
was 
shot 
at 


through a living room window of 
his home Tuesday night. 


Th« police clues were the wea- 


pon, 
a double-barreled 12 gauge 


shotgun abandoned in the Reuther 
yard, and a heel print. 


Except for neighbors' reports of 


seeing an "old model car" drive 
off rapidly after 
the 
gunshot, 


authorities otherwise lacked much 
evidence. 


Surgeons at Henry Ford hos- 


pital yesterday removed Reuther's 
right eye, which a shotgun pellet 
had virtually ripped to pieces. 


Reuther, also shot in the face 


and neck, was reported in "satis- 
factory" condition after the oper- 
ation.

Pope Urges Catholics to 


Make Pilgrimage of Peace 
to Rome in 1950, Holy Year 


Vatican City, May 26.—(AP)—Pope Pius XII called on the Ro- 


man Catholic world today to make a pilgrimage of peace to Rome 
during the 1950 holy year. 


In a papal bull officially proclaiming the holy year, the 73-year- 


old pontiff implored that "peace finally return to the hearts of every- 
one, within domestic walls, in individual, nations, in the universal com- 
monwealth of peoples." 


The bull was read by Msgr. Al- 


fonso Carinci, dean of the apostolic 
pronotaries from a pulpit erected 
before the great bronze doors of 
the bascilica of St. Peter. 


The Pope himself did not appear 


at the public ceremony. 


Not Pleasure Trip 


The Pope warned pilgrims, who 


are expected to pour into Rome by 
the tens of thousands beginning 
next Christmas Eve, not to come 
for a good time. 


"These pilgrimages must not be 


made with the mentality of those 
who travel for pleasure," the Pope 
said, "but with the spirit of piety 
which animated the faithful of 
past centuries who, overcoming ob- 
stacles of all kind, often afoot, 
came to Rome to wash away their 
sins with tears of sorrow and to 
implore of God peace and forgive- 
ness." 


Plenary Indulgence 


Roman Catholics who make the 


holy year pilgrimage to Rome and 
observe certain conditions receive 
a plenary indulgence—full remis- 
sion of temporal punishment due 
to forgiven sin so that no further 
expiation is required in purgatory. 


In ancient times holy years were 


proclaimed every 50 jwars. Later 
this was shortened to every 25 
years. The Pope, however, can pro- 
claim an extraordinary one at any 
.time he may desire for special rea- 
sons. Pius XI proclaimed one in 
1933 on the anniversary of the 
death of Christ. The Taat holy year 
before that was in 1925.

Airlift Berlin's Big Hope 


as Rail Strike Continues 


Berlin, May 26—(AP)—Once again, airlift planes roaring in on 


an 8,000-ton daily schedule are western Berlin's main source of supply. 
Millions of dollars of railway cargo has piled up at the Soviet zonal 
linn and in berlin's strikebound railyards in what now amounts to a 
semi-blockade. 


Allied officials 
accused 
the 


Russians today of imposing a new 
type of Berlin blockade by "stub- 
bornly 
refusing" 
to 
conciliate 


12,000 
anti-Comrnunist 
railway 


strikers who want to be paid in 
western-sponsored 
marks. 
The 


Russians replied that the strikers 
arc to blame if Berlin has oeen 
cut off by rail from western Ber- 
lin. 


The strikers have not handled 


the cargoes because the railways 
technically are under Russian con- 
trol. The strikers want, besides 
payment in west marks -worth 
four times the east mark -assur- 
ance that all strikers will be taken 
back on their jobs and recognition 
of their independent union. 


The Kommandatura already has 


sent 
Communist-controlled east 


sector police out of the west sec- 
tor railyards, replacing them with 
allied-trained police. The ouster 
came after rioting by demonstra- 
tors in which two persona died. 


Since this action Tuesday, four 


days after the strike began, only 
a half dozen west German supply 
trains have reached Berlin. Hun- 
dreds of loaded freight cars still 
are untouched in the west Berlin 
yards. 
Some 
38 west German 


trains are reported blocked in the 
Soviet zone and perishable foods 
aboard are said to be rotting.

the breach, the 
British- 


American airlift is bringing in 
8.000 tons of supplies

day. 


Truck fleets are shuttling between 
here and western Germany. Some 
slow barge traffic has started up, 
but the planes are Berlin's princi- 
pal reliance. 


The Soviet-administered railway 


system refuses to deal directly 
with the strikers. Its compromise 
offer of 30 per cent wages in west 
marks instead of the demanded 
100 per cent for the west Berlin 
employes has been rejected by th» 
allicd-apoiuortd union.

ment," Republican leader Martin 
of Massachusetts told newsmen.

Taber of New York, top 
Republican on the appropriations 
committee and one of the econ- 
omy leaders in the house, said he 
has no objections to the amend- 
ment. 


Government officials had ob- 


jected vigorously to the cut made 
by the committee. Undersecretary 
of State Webb told a news con- 
ference yesterday that it'"would 
constitute a serious blow to the 
European recovery program." 


The agreement reached between 


administration and Republican 
leaders would give EGA $4,642,- 
470,000 to finance its foreign aid 
program until May 15, 1950. This

The bill is sought by Kennelly 


and the Illinois "Municipal league 
to let cities have "home rule" to 
raise extra money—in addition to 
the $$4,000,000 Governor Steven- 
son want* to 'hand out to them on 
a population basis during the next 
two years. 


Stevenson's plan also went out

Uranium Loss Show a Need for 


Much Tighter AEC Supervision 


* We don't like to make a mountain out of an ounce of 


Uranium-235. But the case of the missing atomic material 
does not appear to reflect credit on the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 


To be sure, six-sevenths of the lost U-235 has been re- 


covered, and the search for the other seventh is still going 
on, hopefully. Even if that seventh is never found, nobody 
can use it to blow up one of our cities. It w6uld be useful, 
however, in chemical and physical research. 


Here's the record of the case: 
On Sept 16 last year, roughly an ounce of uranium was 


recorded as part of a shipment placed hi a vault at the Ar- 
gonne laboratory, an atomic research unit near Chicago. 


Nearly five months later, on Feb. 8 this year, this mate- 


rial and its container were found to be missing from the vault. 
Intensive search was begun. 
~ 


The AEC's Chicago office was notified Feb. 14, and the 


commission started another inquiry. When AEC's Wash- 
ington office was informed is not fixed exactly, but a con- 
gressman says it was six weeks after the 14th. 


On March 28,48 days after discovery of the loss, the FBI 


was called into the case. A month afterward Senator Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut, head of the joint congressional atomic 
energy committee, learned of the "matter in a secret report 
apparently withheld from other committee members. 


Meantime, careful analysis of processing wastes at the 


Argcnne unit turned up six-sevenths of the missing material. 
Laboratory officials expect to find the rest the same way. 


Commission spokesmen are confident no theft was in- 


volved. McMahon says the FBI is satisfied espionage played 
no role in the mystery. 


The joint congressional group nevertheless has under- 


taken its own independent investigation. This move seems 
to us thoroughly warranted. 


First of all, it is hard to excuse the several delays ac- 


knowledged by AEC in reporting the uranium loss to higher 
levels, especially to the FBI. 


Second, no one has explained yet how material kept in a 


container in a vault could turn up in processing wastes. 
And the original container has not been found. 


The amount of uranium involved is admittedly small. 


Still, Bernard Baruch's plan for world control of atomic ma- 
terials calls for rigid inspection that would account for every 
gram. It would make allowance only for tiny processing 
losses. In the present case, there could be no allowable loss 
because the material had been stored in a vault. 


The AEC's materials accounting system hardly looks 


foolproof. 
Officials say they make periodic inventory 


checks. Yet in this instance no check was made from mid- 
September last year until this February. 


By the testimony of our scientists, U-235 holds great 


power both for life jand for death. We may be greatly en- 
riched by its most minute quantities. We don't believe this 
case should encourage any return to military control. We 
do believe, though, that we have a right to ask the AEC for 
a near-perfect stewardship over every enterprise associated 
with atomic energy.

The recent fire which destroyed 


St. Anthony's Hospital at Effing- 
ham and took a toll of 77 human 
lives was the subject of an edi- 
torial in the May issue of FIRE 
ENGINEERING which I quote in 
part with the permission of its 
publishers. 


"The fire protection provided 


by the community was even more 
inadequate to the task. An out- 
moded, 
inefficient 
fire 
alarm 


system; lack of modern firefight- 
ing equipment (no ladder truck, no 
life net, no heavy duty appliances, 
limited pumping- capacity) and 
shortage of trained fire fighters 
to cope with a real emergency— 
these and other handicaps ^had the 
Effingham, Fire Department licked 
Before • it ever got to work, no 
matter how courageous its indi- 
vidual and collective membership." 


Fire Written Off • 


"The old St. Anthony's Hospital 


has been written off, together with 
the lives of 77 human beings. It 
should serve as a monument to a 
nation's' criminal carelessness. A 
new institution is already planned, 
doubtless to be a model of its 
kind. It is to be hoped also that 
whether or not the new hospital 
will measure up to the fire safety 
factors laid down by fire protec- 
tion engineers, the Effingham Fire 
Department will also come in for 
rejuvenation and modernization 
And finally, that fire departments 
in hundreds of other municipalities 
in which there- exist similar hos- 
pitals and institutions, ready to 
duplicate the Effinghan* tragedy 
will take this example to hear! 
and profit by its tragic lesson." 


Effingham is about half the 


size of Dixon. The capacity of its 
fire department pumpers is about 
the same as those of Dixon.

had 23 men on the department 
and three chief officers. It had 
no ladder truck. 


Three years ago the Illinois 


Inspection Bureau made a survey 
of the Dixon Fire Department and 
sent .a written report of recom 
mendations for additional appa 
ratus, equipment and training to 
the mayor.

Demand Russ 
Relax Hold 
on Industry 


Paris, May 
26—(AP)—Diplo- 


matic informants said today the 
western powers demand that Rus- 
ia relax her grip on east German 
ndustries as one of th'e conditions 
"or economic unity in Germany. 


Dean Acheson, United States 


secretary of state, told the con- 
ference of foreign ministers yes- 
terday about a third of the indus- 
ries in the Soviet zone of Germany 
are owned by a Russian trust. 
STinety per cent of some ke3' in- 
dustries, he said, are under Soviet 
control. 


Informants said the western de- 


cision to attempt to loosen this 
gjrip was reached in three-power 
American, British and French ex- 
changes here immediately - before 
the big four meetings with the 
Russians now under way. 


It is one of the most important 


issues before the foreign ministers 
in this effort to get together on 
a plan for German economic and 
political unity. 


Russia's Vishinsky has demand- • 


ed revival of the four-power allied 
control council, and has assailed 
suggestions to extend the west 
German republic's constitution to 
the Soviet zone as a western at- 
tempt to take all of Germany. The 
Westerners have labeled his stand 
a "retreat" to the Potsdam agree- 
ment.

The informants said the western 


powers had based their calcula- 
tions on the expectation Vishinsky 
would adhere closely to the five- 
point program ambodied in the" 
Warsaw declaration last June by 
eight eastern European nations. 


That declaration in effect call- 


ed for conclusion of an early Ger- 
man peace treaty under a central 
German government, to be follow- 
ed a year later by complete with- 
drawal of occupation forces.

Every year,, usually in the sum- 


mer, ,a few people are hit by a 
bolt of lightning. Some are killed 
but others survive. 


In general, lightning acts on the 


human body in much the same 
way»that any other electrical cur- 
rent of equal strength would do. 
It may produce injury by means 
of direct effect of the' current, by 
means of highly heated air or 
other material through which the 
bolt of lightning has passed, or by 
the effect of a blast of air caused 
by the rapid progress of the elec- 
trically charged "bolt." 


A bolt of lightning which strikes 


a person can burn dangerously. 
Generally a person who is struck 
becomes unconscious immediately. 
If recovery takes place there are 
quite understandable temporary 
nervous effects, perhaps changes 
in vision and, of course, burns. If 
the immediate effects are survived 
and the burns are not too exten- 
sive or serious, complete recovery 
is the rule, though occasionally 
late effects may be felt for some 
time.

Task of Feeding Shanghai, 


One Communists Must

The Communist capture of the 


great industrial port of Shanghai 
is a further demonstration of the 
power behind the Red offensive 
which is sweeping southward in 
China, but it is a victory which 
may prove to be a mixed blessing. 


The question immediately arises 


as to how the conquerors are going 
to ^ feed the population in this 
fourth largesj city of the world. 


It takes a lot of doing under 


the best of circumstances to pro- 
vide for some 6,000,000 souls. And 
the circumstances surrounding this 
vast metropobs now are far from 
"best." 


Before the present crisis Shang- 


hai was fed under an arrangement 
with the American Economic Co- 
operation administration. The ad- 
ministration provided half the food 
required, and the Chinese nation- 
alist government undertook to get 
the other half, buying it from the 
Asiatic rice-growing countries like 
Burma, and from the countryside 
near Shanghai. 


Not For Commies 


The EGA ha.s had a great re- 


sponsibility in the 
feeding of 


Shanghai and still has on hand 
close to 160,000,000 which congress 
has authorized it to spend for 
China during the current year. 
However, the EGA has worked un- 
der a basic policy precluding the 
expenditure of this money to as- 
sist Communist-held areas. There- 
fore, unless there is some change 
in this policy, the supplies'must 
now halt. 


The EGA haa figured on main- 


taining a 30 day supply of food 
and fuel oil in Shanghai. Nothing 
has gone into the city during the 
past week, owing to the Red 
siege, and so there may be about 
a three-week supply on hand. 


After that—what? Even if the 


EGA continued to function, the 
task of securing sufficient food 
would be terrific, especially in 
view of crippled communications. 
Should Shanghai get really hun- 
gtf; the situation would be ap- 
palling. 


While EGA is barred from trad- 


ing with the Communists, there is 
nothing to prevent the Reds buy- 
ing from private sources in the 
United 
States, 
provided those 


sources want the business. 


Appropos of the continued Com- j 


munist successes in China, the 
United States is urging all nations 
with direct interests in the far 
East to agree on a common policy 
toward 
the Chinese Communist 


regime, and not to grant official 
recognition hastily. 


Bntain has greater business in- 


terests in that theatre than the 
United States. 
For this . reason 


there has been considerable con- 
cern in American circles lest Lon- 
don might be more anxious to 
establish working relations with 
the Communists. 


Britain Anxious? 


Britain is said to lean to a 


policy of giving de facto recogni- 
tion to the government which actu- 
ally is running the country, such 
recognition of course merely being

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Merger of Public Aid and 


WeUare Programs Doubtful 


Springfield, HL, May 26-(AP) 


.—Governor Stevenson's plan to 
merge Illinois public aid and wel- 
fare programs under the welfare 
department today appeared des- 
tined for defeat in the legislature. 


Even sponsors 
admitted the 


merger proposal, one of Steven- 
ton's big objectives, has little or 
no chance of passing the Republi- 
can-controlled senate. And oppon- 
ents told a reporter they are cer- 
tain it can't get the 26 votes it 
needs for senate passage. A sen- 
ate showdown vote is expected 
before mid-June. 


Tbe^guestion was debated for 


nearly^ three hours in a public 
hearing before the entire senate 
yesterday. The pro and con argu- 
ments went like this: 


FOR MERGER: It would create 


greater efficiency and save the 
state money in handling payments 
of pensions and supervising other 
welfare services. The saving would 
be $1,500,000 or more a year. It 
would prevent existing duplica- 
tion and overlapping and make 
the public aid commission and the 
welfare department "cooperative 
instead of compete with each 
other." It would put all welfare 
programs and the responsibility 
for them directly under the gov- 
ernor, an elected official, instead 
of under appointed officials. 


Say It's Unwise 


AGAINST MERGER: The public 


aid commission, established in 1943 
and appointed by the governor, 
now "is doing a good job" and 
should not be upset. It is unwise 
to put spending of a billion dol- 
lars every four years under one 
man. The commission preserves 
the home rule principle, and lo- 
cal welfare agencies prefer work- 
ing with it to working with the 
welfare department and its "pro- 
fessional social workers." Physi- 
cians prefer the commission and 
think the welfare department has 
enough to do running the mental 
hospitals. 


Among those who favor merger 


are Welfare Director Fred K 
Hoehler; his predecessor, Cas- 


sius Poust; Harold Baker, East 
St Louis lawyer and Republican 
member of IPAC; and the League 
of Women Voters. 


Among those against \it are 


state associations of county su- 
>ervisors, county commissioner! 
and other county officils; Dr. Har- 
an English, Danville physician 
who said he speaks the views of 
many doctors; and Edward L. 
Ryerson, Chicago Steel executive 
and former IPAC chairman. 


Senator T. MacDowning (R- 


Macomb), leader of the anti- 
merger forces, said there is no 
reason to "upset IPAC when it is 
doing a good job." He said that 
f any merging is to be done, 
IPAC should have control because 
t now serves 304,000 people while 
the welfare department 
serves 


only 65,000 recipients. 


Clear Command 


Hoehler said merger would give 
a clear line of command and 


responsibility from top to bottom" 
and that his welfare department, 
directly under the governor, should 
be at "the helm to provide quick 
decisions and give the governor 
direct control. He said that's the 
way the late governors Lowden 
and Horner thought it should be. 


Dr. English said merger would 


put too big a load on the welfare 
department and "make the tail 
wag the dog." 


Edward L. Scheibel of LaSalle 


and James Cannell of Rockton, 
speaking for the county officials, 
said they get along fine with 
IPAC but the welfare depart- 
ment's "professional social work- 
ers have a feeling of contempt to- 
ward local elected officials and 
feel they are sociologically igno- 
rant." 


Baker, who described himself 


as "a maverick" member of IPAC, 
said: "I understand the feeling 
against social workers. The im- 
portant thing is to unify a wel- 
fare state we must have social 
workers. The important thing is 
to" unify them and put them under 
a direct command. "I don't care 
whom they're merged under, but 
they should be consolidated."

Adlai Learns 


Politics Not 


Child's Plav 


New York, May 26—Illinois' re- 


form Governor, Adlai Stevenson, 
pledged to eliminate graft in state 
politics, is already discovering 
how "thoroughly well accepted" 
is the principle of legitimate graft 
in Illinois, says Marquis Childs, 
noted Washington correspondent, 
in an article appearing in the cur- 
ret issue of Look magazine. 


On a salary of $12,000 a year 


the governor by ancient custom 
and tradition is expected to make 
contributions that total something 
like $50,000 a year, continues the 
Look article. Many of these go 
to legitimate charities but unless 
the governor happens to be a 
wealthy man he is forced to resort 
to "legitimate graft" to meet his 
obligations. 


In his article "Will Truman's 


Friends Rum Him", Childs charges 
that the Truman administration 
has failed to crack-down on the 
increasing graft in politics and by 
tolerating the "crony, the boss, the 
favor-seeker and favor-giver" is 
actually encouraging the spread o 


the "socialism of the political boss 
and the city machine." 


To rid us of this sinister spoils 


system, concludes Childs in the 
Look feature, congress should ap- 
propriate funds to defray the cost 
of the national campaigns of the 
two major parties every four 
years, with the law providing 
heavy penalties for those who gave 
or accepted campaign funds from 
private sources. He also calls for 
an immediate 
and 
widespread 


crack-down on income-tax viola- 
tors. 


Tempting, economical chop suey 


may be made in a few minutes 
these days because so many of the 
Oriental 
ingredients 
associated 


with this dish are now available 
in cans. There is canned chop suey 
ready to be heated and served "as 
is" or combined with meat, shrimp 
or poultry. If you wish to make 
your own version, you may buy 
just the canned chop suey vege- 
tables and add pork seasonings 
and soy sauce. 


The origin of chop suej- is a bit 


confusing, but on one point there 
is clarity: the dish made its first 
appearance in America and not 
China. Perhaps it was a certain 
cook in a Pacific coast restaurant 
who dressed up his stew one day 
with bean sprouts, soy sauce, bam- 
boo shoots and water chestnuts 
and thus started chop suey on 
American menus. Or perhaps the 
Oriental version is correct. The 
Chinese say that when the Hon Li 
Hung Chang, a diplomat of their 
country, made a tour to America 
in 1896 that he introduced the 
dish. His chef is supposed to 
have 
concocted this 
specialty 


among others for a dinner the 
Chinese diplomat gave in honor of 
American dignitaries. 
The guests 


were highly enthusiastic and asked 
the r°^ne of the dish. The Hon. 
Chaiig taken by surprise invented 
the title, "chop" from chop sticks 


and "sueyf' he derived from the 
soy sauce. 


Ingenious American canners are 


now packing many chop suey and 
chow mein ingredients. 
Besides 


the meatless chop suey and the 
chop suey vegetables, there are 
bean sprouts and Chinese noodles 
packed in cans. 
You can also 


juy bamboo shoots, water chest 
nuts and bead molasses. 
These 


food products make it easy for 
American homemakers to dupli 
cate old world recipes. 
Here is 


the recipe for: 


Pork Chop Suey 


Ibs. pork shoulder or 1 lb 


boned, lean pork 


1 cup water 
1 large green pepper, cut in 


stnps. 


1 medium onion, sliced 
% teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons soy sauce 
1 No. 2 can mixed Chinese vege 


tables, drained 


1 tablespoon cornstarch 
Trim fat from pork. Cut fat in 


small pieces; cook in heavy skil- 
let over medium heat until all 
fat is rendered from tissue. Re- 
move meat from bones, cut in thin 
strips. Add bones to 1 cup water 
in sauce pan and simmer 30 min- 
utes; there should be % cup stock 
remaining. (If lean pork is used, 
dissolve 1 bouillon cube in % cup 
hot water).

Cooling Off Period
